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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: although applicant argues that the at least one 
mixture of allergens must contain more than 1 allergen, examiner disagrees with this interpretation, as a mixture is merely a composition 
of two or more substances that are not chemically combined with each other. There is no requirement that there be different types of 
allergens in the mixture. Therefore the allergens of Marinkovich et a! [US 4,558,013] and Hubscher et al [US 6,528.325] which include 
allergens such as dust and mold mixes (US 6,528,325, column 8, lines 48-50) as well as solubilizing agents such as sugars and alcohols 
(US 6,528,325, column 8, lines 50-55) would read upon the instant claims. Furthermore, the at least one mixture of allergens cannot be 
read in light of the specification to include more than one different allergens, as applicants have provided an example of a support 
member with a spot containing just flea saliva proteins (see pg. 14, lines 25-28). 
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
